Reversed Against Its 
Own Candidate. 


A mistake of The Augusta Herald’s, 


the ;the leading Hoke Smith newspaper of 


east Georgia, in printing the result of 
the consolidation of the election re- 
turns in Richmond county caused quite 
a flurry for a'while as to whether ‘or 
not Richmond county had gone for 
Smith and against Brown, as at first 
reported. 

On the morning after thé: election, 
The Constitution published Richmond 
among the Smith counties of the state. 
Thursday morning’s map, however, in- 
cluded it among the “white,” or Brown, 
counties, with the statement that the 
official consolidation of that county 
seemed to have transferred it .from 
the Smith to the Brown column. 

It seems that the executive commit- 
tee of Richmond county met in Au- 
gusta at noon on Wednesday, and The 
Augusta Herald, published at half past 
3 o'clock that afternoon, gave conspic- 
uous presentation on its first page to 
the official consolidation with com- 
plete statements by wards and county 
districts, announcing that Browh had 
received 1,865 in the county, while 
Smith had received 1,573. The vote of 
the county was given in minutegdetail, 
and, as The Herald was an. enthusi- 
astic Smith paper, its publication of 
the official consolidation was not 
questioned by The Constitution corre- 
spondent, whose carelessness is, how- 
ever, none the less inexcusable.

Colonel Constantly on Move, 

From the time that Colonel Roose- 
velit reached ®SBuffalo at 6:20 o’clock 
this morning until after he had made 
his last speech for the day, he was 
kept.constantly on the move. When 


he was not making speeches or shak-. 


ing hands he was talking with visit- 
ors, dozens of whom. rode for a time 
on his car. He said he was not talk- 
ing politics and refused to say a word 
on the New York state situation. Even 
the news that the delegtes from Or- 
leans county to the republican state 
convention had been instructed to vote 
for him for temporary chairman of 
the convention brought forth no com- 
ment. The colonél merely smiled. 

His first gpeech of the day was at 
the breakfast given him in Buffalo by 
the Ellicott Club.. At Dunkirk, N. Y., 
he talked to the railroad men. The 
crowds at Erie, Pa., Conneaut, Asta- 
bula, Cleveland, Elyria and Toledo, in 
Ohio, and at Kendallville, Elkhart and 
South Bend, Ind., all heard him speak. 

At Elkhart, Ind, Colonel Roosevelt 
reminded his audience that the right 
kind of men and women in the ranks 
of American citizenshp was the great- 
est need of the country. 

Keep Corrupt ‘Men Out of Offce. 


“The stream does not rise higher 
than its source,” he said. “You can- 
not get the right kind of government 
unless you have the, right kind of cit- 
izens back of the gpovernment."’ 

He warned the people against the 
election of corrupt men to office be- 
cause they expected to profit by the 
brilliancy of such men. 

“In the first place, you want an 
honest man,” he seid. “I don't care 
how able the man fs, if he is not han- 
est, then the greater his ability, the 
greater curse he will prove to the 
country. Don't forget that that is the 


case of public men as well as of the. 


p..,atle cilizens. Don’t support a man 
because he is smart, because his 
smartness is of no use without con- 
science. And I don’t even care how 
henest he is, how game he is, if he 
has not common sense he is ho use.” 


Square Deal fer Every Man, 


At Toledo, Ohio, Colonel Roosevelt 
sald: 

“These are two prime articles of my 
creed—a square deal for every man, 
and justice for every man, rich or 
poor. If there is disorder all reforms 
must, stop until order ft restvred. I 
shall insist upon honesty if it breaks 


rup the best business of the land, and 


shall ingist upon order under all cir- 
cumstances. 


“Remember that the public official }. 


who does not maintain order and who 
fails to put down a mob is quite as 
criminal as any corrupt man who con- 
ducts "a great corportion that becomes 
corrupt. 

“I stand for decent citizenship. I am 
against the corporation when it does 
wrong. and [ am against the mob 
when it resorts to violence. And when- 
ever I have power I will Keep order 
on the one hand, and I wil) insist 
upon justice from the rich man and 
from the corporation oh the othef. 

“I will make the corporation come to 


time and I will make the mob come 


to time. 
Government of Justice. 


“Our government must stand as a 
government of justice and of law,”’ de- 
clared Colonel Roosevelt. “We do not 
allow private individuals to fight for 
their rights between themselves. We 
settle their troubles for them. Now, 
if there comes a case in which a big 
corporation is not fair with its em- 
ployees and mob rule is started, the 
first thing that must be done, is to 
restore order, and no civic official 
to be pardoned for failing to do his. 
duty, no matter what the consequences 
may be. 

“The next business is to see that 
the corporation acts well by its em- 
ployees, that it acts well by the pub- 
as the commonwealth has a duty to- 
ward the commonwealth just as much 
as the commonwealth has a dut to- 
ward the corporations. It becomes the 
duty of the public to see that their 
local or state authorities go, into the 
matter and if there has been a failure 
of justice on the part of. the corpora- 
tion, to see that action is taken that 
will prevent its failing to do justice 
in the future. 

“TI want to talk to you of the ques- 
tions that are alive and that affect us 
all, and the great question that we 
have to face is to share things so that 
every American citizen shal! 
fair chance to earn his living and lead 
his life under the best and most favor- 
able conditions, that he shal! be pro- 
tected in his rights and prevented from 
wronging others in turn. 


Fight Corruption in Every Form. 


“And the first requisite is that.cor- 
ruption in every form shal! be fought 
with absolute fearlessness. There must 
be no respect of persons shown by 
public officials. 

“IT have been praised as the poor 
man’s friend. ~ So I am if he is straight. 
I am the friend of every man, what- 
ever his position, but if he is crooked, 
I am against. him. We cannot afford 
to pardon a man who does wrong be- 
cause it does not hurt us but.somebody 
else. We can be perfectly tertain if 
&@ man acts crookedly in our interest, 
if the chance comes he will act crook- 
edly against our interests. If a man 
makes a plea to be excused for dis- 
honesty where it does not hurt, the 


answer is, if he is dishonest where it- 


does not hurt he will be dishonest 
where it does hurt. 

“The demand’ of all American ‘citi- 
zens, and above all of ‘all American 
citizens in public office, is that they 
should act squarely and: decently.”

Osage Indians’ Were the Prin- 
cipals—Some of the Transac- 
tions Are to Be Called to the 
Attention of Congress—How 
an Indian Boy Was Robbed. 


Pawhuska, Okla. August 25.—When 
the select committee appointed by the 
house of representatives to investigate 
Indian land affairs assembled here to- 
day it discovered that the Osage In- 
dians had been made the principals in 
many financial transactions. 

Some of the transactions are to be 
called to the attention of congress. 
For 495 acres of land, Steward Chotau, 
& part-breed Osage, receive in actual 
cash $372, he testified before the com- 
mittee. : 


How He Was Robbed. 


“On March 20 last,” said Chotau. 
who is 23 years old, “I received a cer- 
tificate of competency allowing me to 
manage my own affairs as regards 
my part of tribal lands. 

“Five days later S. Sands got me to

He read a telegram from 
Adams, who also denied ever making 
the statement, that Representative 
Charles Carter previously had testi- 
fied that Adams had said McGuire had 
favored the contracts.

LITTLE TIM TRIES 
TO SQUARE SEL 


He Blames Griscom for 
Defeat of Woodruft. 


Chairman Woodruff Says G. QO. 
P. State Committee Had 
Agreed to Name Woodruff 
Long Before Name of Roose- 
velt Was Mentioned. 


New York, August 25.—The confer- 
ence at Sherry’s on the night before 
the republican state committee meet- 
ing in which Theodore Roosevelt was 
voted down and Viee President Sher- 
man chosen temporary chairman of the 
coming republican corivention, assum- 
ed still another complexion tonight. 

Puts It Up‘ te Reosevelt, 

Timothy L. Woodruff, state chair- 
man, in a statement given out from 
republican state headquarters, put the 
responsibility for the action of the 
committee squarely up to Lloyd C. 
Griscom, president of the republican 
eounty committee, and flatly denied 
that he had even an intimation of any 
plan to preserve the name of Colonel 
Roosevelt to the committee until Mr. 
Griscom made the actual nomination. 

Mr. Woodruff arrived here today 
from Kampkillkare, his summer place 
in the Adirondaeks. He has received 
g copy of President Taft’s recent let- 
ter te Mr. Griscom. 

“The president sent me a copy,” ex- 
plained Mr. Woodruff: 

“Did the president add any personal 
comment to you?” 

Statement by Woodruff. 

Mr. Woodruff's statement tonight is 
in part as follows: 

“Nothing that has transpired since’ 
the meeting of the republican state 
committee nor anything that has been 
said since then should mislead anyone 
as to the conditions or the situation 
which then existed. In accordance 
with the precedent established two 
years ago in the selection of Senator 
Root as temporary chairman of the 
state convention, I and some of those 
who have been associated with me in 
the management of the republican 
party through the two last political 
campaigns met the night before the 
meeting of the state committee, and 
after the consideration of several 
names, decided to present to the com- 
President 
Sherman as temporary chairman, a 
selection which we had every reason 
to believe would be highly satisfac- 
tory to the republicans of the state. 

“Much to my surprise and entirely 
without warning r. Griscom, who 
sat in the committee as a proxy and 
who had been tn the state committee 
rooms for nearly an hour before the 
meeting without saying a word to me 
about it, moved to substitute the name 
of_ Mr. Roosevelt for that of Mr. Sher- 
man, with full knowledge which every 
one had had all the morning that a 
majority of the committee were com- 
mitted to Vice President Sherman's 
selection. What Mr. Griscom’s motive 
was in placing Mr. Roosevelt in the’ 
position of being defeated I could not 
then comprehend nor is it important 
to discuss it now. 


Tatt Net Involved. 


“President Taft was in no way in- 
volved in this matter, as the members 
of the state committee acted entirely 
within their authority in selecting 
a temporary chairman, without, as far 


as I know, a single one of them con- 
sulting with him about it; but, in view 


of the apparent affront to Mr. Roose- 


velt, caused by the action of Mr. Gris- 
com, I felt called upon, as chairman 
of the committee, to send the follow- 
ing letter to the ex-president: 

“August 17, 1910.—Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt, Oyster Bay, L. 1L—My Dear 
Colonel Roosevelt: It cannot be pos- 
sible that it is necessary for me to tell 
you that the action of the state com- 
mittee yesterday, in which I partici- 
pated, was in no sense intended as an 
act of hostility toward you or one of 
reflection upon you. 

‘“T saw Ward and Barnes after their 
talk with you, and they told me what 
you and they had said about this 
whole matter, and I hope you know, 
despite some things to the contrary, 
which the newspapers contained this 
morning, that they told you the exact 
facts. | 

No One Knew. 


“Not one of us supposed that your 
name would be presented without your 
notifying Ward, the national commit- 
teeman, or me, tne chairman of the 
state committee, that you wished it 
done, and I never was so much sur- 
prised in my life as when Griscom 
made the motion which he did. Not a 
word had been said to me before the 
meeting by anybody that indicated 
this: course was to be taken, and I 
understand that neither Griscom nor 
any ne else told Ward, or Burns, or 
any one else told Ward, or Burns, or 
tee that this was their purpose. 

“Relieving that you must apprectate 
the position in which, under these cir- 
cumstances, we suddenly found our- 
selves, after having agreed upon the 
selection of Sherman, in conformity 
with the precedent established by the 
selection of Senator Root two ears 
ago as temporary chairman, I beg to 
remain, with best wishes, 

“Youre respectfully, 
“TIMOTHY L. WOODRUFF.” 
Cooperation Is Urged. 

Chairman Woodruff's statement 
urged coop®tration of all republicans 
for party success, and he referred to 
the direct primary plan as the only 
party principle of division in the state, 
of which he said: ; 

“The spirit that is behind this agi- 
tation for.direct primary nominations 
is far more dangerous than anything 
else that the proposition itself em- 
bodies. 

I am glad to know that Mr. Roosevelt 
intends to go to the Saratoga conven- 
tion,” he continued, “and present his 
ideas on this and other subjects. The 
importance of this ‘convention | wil! 
thereby be greatly enhanced and the 
superiority of the convention system 
of the direct nomination method dem- 
onstrated.”

203 CORPSES 
IN WAKE OF FIRE

natives of the Mediterranean country, 
arrived in Spokane . today from Big 
Creek, and said that fifteen Australians 
and two American choppers were burn- 
ed to death last Saturday. From the 
story of the survivors it appears that 
these victims were working at a point 
farther up the creek than the thirty 
Italians already reported dead. 
Killed by the Fire. 


The Austrians were undertaking to 
back-fire, but their work was so un- 
successful that they were killed by 
the fire they themselves had just 
lighted, which ran back on them and 
drove them against a wal! of flames 
advancing from the opposite direction. 

‘The towns along the line of the Co- 
lumbia and Puget Sound, a short coal 
road, aré in greater danger than those 
along the Milwaukee line. The Colum- 
bia’s agent at Taylor reported today 
that the fire was within 700 yards of 
the town. He aided: 

“Two houses on the outskirts were 
burned last night. Wind blowing hard. 
When fires get tnto heavy timber 
above here nothing can save the town. 
Worst is yet to come.” 

Train Ready to Bring Out People. 

The Columbia and Puget Sound sent 
@ passenger train to Taylor last night 
and is holding it there ready to bring 
out the people in case the town 
burns. Taylor is a town of 600 per- 
sons. 

Warden Simons received the follow- 
ing telegram today from Ranger C. A. 
Stone at Moncon, on the main line of 
the Milwaukee: 

“The fire here is from one to three 
miles ‘wide. Need all the help I can 
gwet. Cannot keep fire back. Loss to 
personal property great and possibly 
some lives lost.” 

Warden Simons has telegraphed to 
the navy and war departments asking 
that the forts and warships on Puget 
Sound fire all their big guns at 8 
o’clock tomorrow morning ‘in the hope 
that the detonation will start a general 
rainfall over weeterp Washington. 

Loss of Life Appalling. 

If the stories of men who returned 
today from ‘the St. Joe country of 
Idaho are to be believed, the loss of 
life along Big creek, a tributary of the 
St. Joe river, was appalling, and the 
dead in Idaho alone will number more 
than two hundred, even if Ranger 
Joseph B. Halm and his 84 men turn 
up, of which the forest officer is Wal- 
lace is not hopeful.

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DRUGGISTS’ MISTAKES 
CAUSED TWO DEATHS 


Wrong Medicines Are Used in 
Filling Prescrip- 
tions. 


New York, August 25.—Two persons 
lost their lives during the past twen- 
ty-four hours as a result of mistakes 
made by New York drug clerks in fill- 
ing prescriptions, according to the re- 
ports handed to the police by the cor- 
oner. In one case a teaspoonful of 
carbolic acid was administered to a 
2-year-old baby because the drug 
clerk had put the acid into a laxative 
prescription by mistake. The’ baby 
was instantly seized with convulsions 
and died in a few minutes. 

Manuel Carnello, a cigarmaker, pro- 
cured some medicine on a prescription 
at a drug store near his home,took a 
small doze for the purpose of curing 
his indigestion, and died fifteen min- 
utes later. The clerk who filled the 
prescription could not be found, and 
the coroner ordered an autopsy.

Board of Education Takes 
Action. 


General Council Will Be Asked 
to Appropriate the Money 
to Pay the Teachers to Do 


Addresses Board.

After hearing a statement by W. 
F. Crusselle, the board of education 
yesterday afternoon adopted a reso- 
jlution to establish one or two grades 
in the city schools for children who 
are deaf-mbutes, and the genera] coun- 
cil will be asked for the money in 
the January budget with which to pay 
teachers to do this work. 

This will not interfere with the ed- 
ucation of at.y deaf-mutes at the state 
institution at Cave Springs, but will 
only be a preparatory school so thatthe 
little children will not have to be sent 
away from their homes when they are 
very young. As it is now, a deaf child 
who is seven or eight years of age 
must leave his or her home or not be 
educated at all. Mr. Crusselle‘s plan 
is to have the city take care of these 
unfortunates and prepare them to en- 
ter the state school after they have 
reached an age of twelve or fourteen 
years. 

The members of the board of educa- 
tion at once saw that the work should 
be carried on, and the resolution, in 
troduced by Mr. Winn, was. unani- 
mously tadopted. 

Mr. Crusselle communicated with 
Superintendent Slaton on August 10 
and brought to his attention the fact 
there were some 20 deaf-mute children 
in Atlanta» who could not be educat- 
ed unless they went away from home. 
He told of cases where little tots of 
not over seven years of age were g0- 
ing off every year in order to get 
an education and that such separa- 
tions were heart-rending in the ex- 
treme. 

Mr. Slaton replied in a letter and 
said that Mr. Crusselle’s idea of hay- 
ing the city establish one or two 
grades for deaf-mutes struck him as 
a most admirable one. Later Mr. 
(russelle was asked to appear before 
the board of education and he did so 
Thursday with the result stated above. 

It seems now a certainty that At- 
lanta will have suitable schools for 
the deaf-mute children and the grades 
| will be opened about the first of next

100 to 110 Miles a Day 
for Tour Favored. 


Manager Regal Motor Com- 
pany Says Many Private 
Owners Would Like to Enter 
if Speed Per Hour Is Mod- 


erate. 


“IT would not make the conditions for 
the Round-the-State tour very hard,” 
said Maj. Harry W. Anderson, mana- 
ger for the Regal Motor Company. 
“Make the speed, say 12, 14 and’ 16 
miles an hour, according to the classes 
of cars, and there willbe a world of 
entries, 4n my opinion. 

“Just as The Constitution said, there 
are a great many private owners who 
will enter the run, if the rules are not 
too hard. Many a private owner would 
like to take in the proposed tour, if 
the runs are from 100 to 110 miles a 
day, with one now and then of 125 
miles. But they will not care to go 
on a tour if the daily runs are 150. to 
200 miles, and the speed is put up to 
20 miles an hour. The easier the con- 
ditions, the more entries and the great- 
er g00d will be dane to the cause of 
road improvement. That is the way 
I look at it. 

For the Good of the Run. 

“Some of the manufacturers, perhaps, 
would prefer hard conditions. The Re- 
gal would rather see stringent rules 
that would put severe tests on the cars, 
but I am speaking for the good of the 
run and of the movement of which it 
is a feature. We would be tempted to 
put the Regal Plugger in the -tour, if 
the runs are long and hard. That fa- 
mous car will be in Georgia late in 
October or early in November on a 
tour of the south. The Plugger has 
already made more than 25,000 miles 
and early in the fall will start on a 
5,000-mile trip which will be from Nor- 
folk to Texarkana and return. The 
Plugger has made #& wonderful record 
on the roads, and it is now just in its 
prime. The Constitution and the oth- 
er papers do not want a contest be- 
tween manufacturers. as I understand 
it, but one that will appeal to the 
average owner. Even at 12 miles an 
hour, the little cars can easily * make 
100 miles a day. The roads in this 
state are being wonderfully improv- 
ed, and the improvement is largely 
due to the agitation by The Constitu- 
tion and the other papers.” 

The Olds-Oakland. 


“The Olds-Oakland company is in- 
terested in the proposed tour,” said F. 
J. Long, manager. “I believe a tour 
around the state will increase the in- 
terest in road improvement, and at the 
same time will promote the motoring 
spirit. Just off-hand, I-would say 14, 
16 and 18 miles an hour would be about 
right for the tour. That speed is not 
hard on either the car or the occupants 
and can easily be made over the pub- 
lic roads of the state. It may be ar- 
gued that a great many cars will make 
perfect scores on a run of that kind. 
Possibly so, but:I think several days’ | 
running‘ will eliminate a good many 
ears. If you increase the speed, you 
increase the danger and you do not 
want to do that. My idea is to make 
the conditions rather easy, so that the 
private owner will take his family 
along. The Constitution is working 
for good roads, rather than for auto- 
mobiles, and the more cars in the run, 
the greater the interest. I noticed re- 
cently that New Orleans will proba- 
bly be represented. I am sure Jack- 
sonville will make some entries. and 
there should be a great many from 
the smaller towns:«‘not on the route of 
the tour. We are always ready to co- 
operate with any movement which will 
encourage the building of better high- 
ways. You can always count the Olds-

WHEN FIRE SCOURGES THE FORESTS. 


It is difficult for residents of eastern, southern or middle western 


a. 
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states to visualize the physical aspect and the fearful toll taken by} 


the fires that have recently been raging in forests in Idaho and 
Montana. 

In our own section the wooded lands have been thinned ‘by the 
timberman or encroached upon by civilization. 

But in many areas of the west, forests still stand in all their 
primeval thickness, grandeur and solitude. When fire is once kin- 
died among these. vast stretches of timber, it may spread fast and 
far before the concentrated energies of forest rangers and volun- 
teers, or, as oftener is the case, the intervention of rain or snow, call 
a halt to their depredations. 

It is certain, from reports thus far available, that 20 lives have 
been lost in the effort to check the flames, while final reports may 
swell this total indefinitely. 

Small villages and towns have been wiped out, ranges laid waste, 
stock burned to death or trampled in stampedes as they sought 
in wild panic to outpace the pursuing flames. 

It is reported from Denver, nearly a thousand miles from. the 
scene of the fires, that a thick pall of smoke, 3,000 feet deep, hangs 
over the city, while points nearer the blaze experience the unique 
and terrifying sensation of living the entire twenty-four hours in a 
gloone which is that of perpetual twilight. 

Out on the fighting: line, where hundreds of forest rangers, 
United States soldiers and volunteers are battling desperately to 
stay the ravages of the fire fiend, the sceries are more tragic and 
ghastly. 

Imagine a scattered band of men contending against a wall of 
flame miles upon miles in extent, the fierce heat, reinforced: by the 
rays of the sun, beating down dimly through rolling clouds of smoke 
and cinders. | 

A swift and unexpected veering of the wind, or thecatching of 
the territory to the rear from a flying spark, and the small human 
units are caught between two on-creeping pretipices of flame, there 
to be quickly incinerated or strangled by thé en mg smoke.

Paul, Minn., August 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At the convention of the 
League of American Municipalities 
being held here, the feature of today’s 
session was the address by Mayor 
Robert F. Maddox, of Atlanta, his sub- 
ject being “Civic Responsibility.” The 
speaker was given close attention, and 
after concluding, received many favor- 
able comments on the able manner in 
which he handied the topic.

lows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
League: Remembering with so much 
pleasure and profit the meeting of the 
league of American Municipalities last 
year in Montreal, I am deeply pepe 
for the honor of being invited again 
to address what I believe to be 
the most potential organization for 
the welfare of the American citizen 
to be found in the republic. 


The remarkable growth of the cities 
of the United States during the past 
'two decades makes the complex prob- 
' lem of their administration one of the 
most important subjects which can 
| command the attention and study of 
| our people; and upon its successful 
' solution depends the future growth 
and prosperity of our nation. The 
influence of the modern city is now 
so keenly felt in both state and na- 
tional affairs that our civic responsi- 
bility is greater today than ever be- 
fore, and makes the deliberations of 
this body of general interest. 

Matters of Business. 


Before proceeding further, I wish to 
lay down the proposition that the con- 
duct of the affairs of the large mod- 
fern cities is, or ought to be, distinct- 
ly a matter of business. 

Is the expenditure of millions: of 
dollars of other people’s money in the 
construction and operation of a huge 
waterworks system, with its reser- 
voirs, pumping stations, pipe lines and 
other appurtenances, and - involving 
the health and life of thousands of 
men, women and children any less im- 
portant than the management ofa 
bank? Does one require sound bus- 
iness direction, while the other can be 
accomplished by professionel poliii- 
cians? 

Is the erection of a dozen modern 
expensive public school buildings, 
which must house in healthy fashion 
and reasonable comfort, thousands of 
children who are being fitted for the 
duties of citizenship, any less im- 
portant than the construction of a 
modern apartment house or hotel by 
private individuals? Is it true that 
the one can only be successfully built 
by the application of sound business 
methods, and that the other can be as 
well built by politics and inexperi- 
ence? 

To ask such questions is to answer 
them, end what is true of the water- 
works and the school house is equally 
true of the manifold.other departments 
of the bustling modern city. 


Business Men Required. 


It being accepted, I .hope that. the 
proper management of the affairs of a 
city is purely a matter of business; 
it inevitably follows that the men to 
do this work should be business men, 
and this is true whethér the form of 
government is by commission, or what 
may be called the old mayor and gen- 
eral council plan, or by any other plan. 

Th ideal governing body, in my 
opinion, would be one in which all 
walks of life are represented, and in 
which each man has been successful 
in his chosen avocation. In other 
words, success in something should be 
the sine qua non. A council composed 
of lawyers, bankers, merchants, manu- 
facturers, doctors, etc., and in which 
each man has achieved success in his 
chosen work, would make an ideal 
bedy. 

When the people are convinced that 
througn a wise and economical admin- 
istration of their city affairs, the city 
receives 100 cents in value for every 
dollar. expended, their taxes will be 
regard as a g00d_ investment, and 
paid les& grudgingly than is. often the 
case. 

Having established the proposition 
that the. government of a large, mod- 
ern city is a matter of business, and 
second, that such a business can only 
be properly conducted by successful 
men, I now came to consider the duty 
of the good citizen in his relation in 
municipal affairs. 


Citizens Should Take Part. 


Broadly stated, a citizen cannot be 
a good citizen, or to express it dif- 
ferently, he has an imperfect concep- 
tion of his civie responsibility, uniess 
he does at least three things: 
He must keep. himself. qualified 
vote and take part in elections, 


use 


of the best. man to office and not be 
swayed by personal prejudice or politi- 
cal clap-trap. Second: 
public spirit, civic spirit, “Atlanta 
Spirit’ we call it, and he must take 
part in every movement and enter- 
prise which manifest this, spirit and 
which tends to promote the welfare of 
his city. Third, and most important, 
he must be willing, when called, to 
serve the people in public office. 

Qualification for voting or registra- 
tion is one of the most important du- 
ties of the citizen. The right to.vote 
is the most precieus civic possession 
of the American citizen. 


Public Spirit. - 


Public spirit may be defined as the 
possession by the citizen by the will- 
ingness to give freely at all times, of 
his labor and his money to the accom- 
plishment of any worthy enterprises. 
The foundation of a university, the 
promotion of a: great fair or exposi- 
tion, the building of auditoriums, hos- 
pitais and civic centers, ars but a few 
of the many things which are under- 
taken and carried to consummation by 
citizens who recognize public spirit as 
one of the. most important of civic re- 
sponsibilities. 
/ tis is @ responsibility shared 
by all. It is the willingness, mark you, 
tv uv the work and contribute some- 
thing, rather than the amount giyen, 


which determines the good citizen. The

TO GO TO CITY SCHOOLS 
Education Board Forced to Re- 


fuse Requests of Parents Just 
Beyond City Limits. 


Approximately 2,000 Fulton county 
children of school age who live just 
on the outskirts of the city of At- 
lanta and within easy reach of city 
schools will be compelled to walk un- 
comfortably long distances to attend 
county schools, because, according to 
the ruling of the city attorney, no 
children who do not live within the 
corporate limits may attend a city 
school. ? 

At the regular monthly meeting of 
the board of education Thursday aft- 
ernoon a number wf petitions were 
presented 'from parents asking that 
their children be allowed te come into 
the city, but it was impossible for the 
requests to be granted. 

In a number of cases where the 
houses were on the twrder line it 
was ruled that, provided the parties 
elected to become residents of Atlanta 
by paying city taxes, their children 
could have the advantages of the city 
schools 

The board heard the réport of the 
finance committee, which recommend- 
ed a new system of salaries for the 
instructors in the Girls’ High school, 
subject to the approval of the coun- 
cil. The neW system provides for an 
increase of from about 12% to 85 
per cent in the salartes. 

The board ruled that all teachers 
employed by the city must lve within 
the limits of Atlanta.

AIRSHIR FACTORIES 
‘NUMEROUS IN FRANCE 


Demand for Aeroplanes Great- 


er Than the Out- 
put. 


Paris, August 25.—-The aeroplane in- 
dustry has developed in France with 
as much rapidity as did the manufac- 
ture of automobiles in the infancy of 
the land machine, and now there are 
in France @ number of well-equipped 
aeroplane factories turning out ma- 
chines to their full capacity. A little 
over a year ago there were less than 
100 aeroplanes in all Europe, prinet- 
pally in France, but statistics of con- 
structors show that since the first 
cross-channel flight, Bleriot has built 
250 duplicates of the monoplane with 
which he crossed from Calais to Do- 
ver, and Farman has manufactured at 
his works over a hundred biplanes. 
Other types bring the French produc- 
tion up to about 800, which have sold 
for something over §2,500,000. 

The small Bleriot sold at first for 
$2,000, but after its success in cross- 
ing the channel, the price was raised 
and the latest type now costs from

OPENED WITH GAINS; 
BUT SOON SOLD OFF 


Stocks Decline, but No Specific 
Reason Given for the 
Downward Turn. 


New York, August 25.—Stocks 
opened with smart gains in the stock 
market today, responding in full meas- 
ure to the higher level for Americans 
in London, but before the end of the 
first hour the list suddenly turned, the 
active issues selling off. The re- 
versal was concurrent with the reports 
telling of serious damage by frost 
to the corn crop in Nebraska and sur- 
rounding territory. Apart from this 
no .specific reason was advanced ‘0 
account for the break. The short in- 
terest, which at the outset felt im- 
pelled to cover its contracts, found 
that this could be easily done and 
with the first signs of weakening re- 
newed its attacks on the decline. 

In addition to the crop developments, 
the day’s news was a jumble of 
finance, politics and trade conditions. 
Weekly returns from the leading 
financial institutions of Europe were 
favorable. The Bank of. England 
maintained its minimum discount rate 
and its total reserves were larger by 
$2,500,000 than the previous week, even 
though its proportion of reserves t? 
liabilities was lower. Bank clearings 
for the week at the British metropolis 
increased some $85,000,000 compared 
with the same week last year, indi- 
cating a keen demand for money at 
that center. The German bank showed 
further farge gains in gold, and even 
larger gain in cash on hand and a 
substantial reduction in loans. The 
Bank of France reported a very large 
increase in circulation and a moderate 
increase in its gold holdings. Europe 
was something of a _ factor here 
throughout, reports crediting Londoii, 
Paris and Amsterdam with moderate 
sales. 

Politically, the outlook had become 
more confused, according to the Wall 
street viewpoint, by réasons of the 
proposed tariff revision and forecasts 
of the early elections in New England, 
which’‘are believed to be generally un- 
favorable to the dominant party. Dec- 
lination by the Illinois coal operators 
to the wage scale offered by the min- 
ers was the only discordant note 
sounded in the field of labor. The 
grain markets were strong, following 
the rise in corn and the reports of un- 
settled weather in England and 
France. 

Foreign exchange showed no change 
from the previous day, but the under- 
tone was firm with a small supply of 
bills offered. Local “banks report a 


‘further loss of cash to interior points, 


the gain by the subtreasury since last 
Friday aggregating $1,316,000. Time 
money worked harder for medium 
periods and wo importance was at- 
tached to this development, but for the 
uncertainty over the political situa- 
tion. 

Of the day’s railroad returns that 
of Atchison for July was most satis- 
factory, for while operating expenses 
increased $226,000. the net gain was 
almost $53,000. Gross returns from 
almost two score roads for the second 
week of this month show an increase 
of about 9 1-3 per cent. For the week 
seven ‘roads have already reportei 
gains indicating a gross increase of 
fully 11 per cent. Chesapeake ani 
Ohio. directors declared the regula” 
quarterly dividend, thereby dispelling 
certain misgivings in that quarter and 
authorized a denial of rumors of a 
merger with the Gould roads.

Providing a presentation for City of Au- 
gusta to increase its indebtedness. 

By his Excellency, Joseph M. Brown, Gov- 
ernor. * 

Atlanta, Ga., August 8, 1910.—Whereas, the 
General Assembly at its session in 1908 pro- 
posed an amendment to the Constitutiqn of 
this State as set forth in an Act approved 
August 16, 1909, to-wit: 

An act to amend Paragraph one of Section 
seven of Article seven of the Constitution of 
thie State, so as to provide for allowing’ the 
City Council of Augusta, which owns both a 
power producing canal and waterworks, to 
increase its bonded indebtedness beyond the 
amount now allowed under said paragraph, 
under certain circuinmstances, for the purpose 
f flood protection. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General 
Assembly of the State of Georgia, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That Paragraph one of Section seven of 
Article seven of the Constitution of this State 
is hereby amended by adding at the end of 
said paragraph the following words: ‘‘Except 
that the City Council of Augusta, from time 
to time as necessary, for the purpose of pro- 
tection against floods, may incur a bonded 
indebtedness upon its power producing canal 
and municipal waterworks, In addition to the 
debts hereinbefore in this paragraph allowed 
to be incurred, to an amount in the aggre- 
gate not exceeding fifty percentum of t 
combined value of syeh properties; the valua- 
tion of such properties to be Gxed as may 
be_ prescribed by law, but said valuation not

for that purpose, to be held ag may be pre-

Atlanta, Ga., August 8, 1910. 

Whereas, the General Assembly at its session, 
1910, proposed an amendment to the Constitution 
of this State, as set forth in an Act, approved 
August 6th, 1910, to-wit: 

AN AOT. 

To be entitled an act to amend Paragraph I 
of Section 18 of Article 6 of the Constitution 
of the State of Georgia, regulating the salaries 
of the Judges of the Supreme and Superior Courts 
by providing for the payment from the County 
Treasuries of Chatham, Fulton ard Richmond 
Counties to the Judges of the Superior Courts of 
the Circyits to which said Counties belong, and 
to the Jhdge of the Stone Mountain Circuit, or 
the Judge of such other circuit as may hereafter 
be required to regularly preside in Fulton Supe- 
rior Coflirt, of additional compensation, and to 
ratify, validate end confirm the original and 
amendatory acts of the General Assembly regu- 
lating the salaries of Judges of the Superior 
,Courts of all judicial circuits of the state having 
P therein a city with a population of not less than 

000 inhabitants, @ccording to the United States 
census of 1900, as heretofore enacted, and the 
act of ‘the General Assembly regulating the com- 
pensation of Judges of the Superior Court for 
services rendered outside of their own circuits 
in those judicial circuits of the state having 
therein a population of not less than 75,000» in- 
habitants, according to the census of 1900. 

Section 1. Be it hereby enacted by authority 
of the General 'Assembly of Georgia that Para- 
graph 1 of Section 13 of Article 6 of the Consti- 
tution ef the State of Georgia be amended by add- 
ing to such paragraph of said section the follow- 
ing proviso: 

Provided, however, That the counties of Chat- 
ham, Fulton and Richmond shall pay from their 
respective courntiy treasuries to the Superior Court 
Judges of the Circuit of which they are a part, 
and the county of Fulton to the Judge of the 
Stone Mountain circuit, or to the Judge of such 
other circuit as may hereafter be required to 
regularly preside therein, for additional services 
rendered in the Superior Courts of Fulton County, 
such sums as will with the salaries paid each 
Judge from the State Treasury make a salary of 

,000.00 per annum to each Judge; and said pay- 
ments are declared to be a part of the Coust ex- 
pensés of such counties, such payments to be 
made to the Judges now in office as well as their 
successors. 

The Act ef the General Assembly of 1904 en- 
tittled ‘‘An Act to regulate the salaries of Judges 
of the Superior Courts of all Judicial Circuits ef 
this state having, or that may hereafter have, 
therein a city with a population of not less than 

000, nor more than 75,000 inhabitants, and for 
other purposes,’’ with the acts of the General 
Assembly of 1905 and 1906 amendatory thereof; 
and also the act of the General Assembly of 1906 
entitled ‘“‘An Act to regulate the compensation of 
Judges of the Superior Courts for services ren- 
dered outside of their ®%wn circuits in those judi- 
cial circuits Of the state having therein a city of 
not less than 75,000 inhabitants according to the 
census of 1900 and for other purposes,”” which 
acts provide for the payment from the treasuries 
of the 
Judges aforesaid of a part of their salaries, are 
ratified, validated and confirmed as to the dates 
of said respective enactments. 

Section 2. Be it further enacted by the author- 
ity aforesaid, That when the above and foregoing 
amendment has been agreed to by two-thirds of 
the members of each house of the present General 
Aseembly, it shall be the duty of the Governor and

be as follows, to-wit:
